Hastie. This article was clipped at the Bureau for inclusion in the CP 
file.

For the information of the Bureau, Gowernor HASTIE is regarded by 
many people in the Virgin Ielands as exercising prejudice in favor 
of the colored race in hie appointmente and aduinistrative work in 
the Virgin Islande. He seldom makes a public appearance and is, 
_ in fact, criticized by many of the citisene of the islands for the 

fact that ne holds himself too aloof from the people and assumes 
. an arbitrary position on many matters which have involved him in 
difficulties with the municipal councils and the legislative as- 
serbly.- On the occasion of his third anniversary as Governor, 
the leading newepaper in St. Thomas, V. I-, attacked him editori- 
ally and in an extremely bitter, condemnatory mamer. 


The racial queetion does not often arise in the Virgin Islands 

and, in fact, many officials at timesproclaim the Virgin Islands 

as an example of harmonious existence of the white and colored races. 
Not long ago, an individual from the Continent, colored, addressed a 
local meeting in St. Thomae in which he urged the negroes to take an 
aggreseive attitude and stated that they should by all means con- 


stantly and aggreeeively eupport Governor HASTIE becauee he ie a 
negro regardlese of anything else. 


I do not have the text of Governor HASTIE's addrese before the 
NAACP and coneequently do not know the details of his remarks re- 
garding the FBI. However, I gather from the Times report that his 


criticism is based upon the Bureau's work in the security field 
/ rather than on any incidents in thie area.

Association Hears Hastie Celi 
Neutrality of officials on Bias 
a Greater Kenace

Los Angeles, July 13 - William H., Hastie, Governor of the Vir- 
gin Islands, defended “radicals of every persuasion” lest night, and told 
the fortieth annual convention of the National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People that public officials who did not fight discrimina- 
tion were a greater menace to national security than the radical groups now 

being tried for disloyalty. 


Mr, Hastie, first Negro Governor of an island possession, condemned 
local, state, and Federal officials "who pretend to be ‘neutral’ in matters 
between aggrieved minorities and those who seek to maintain the inequalities 
of our society." He said that "such neutrality is more than subversive.” 


Defines Social Obligations 


Defining the social obligations of public officials to be “any- 
thing that promotes the equality of all the people,” he said these duties 
were necessary to promote the ideals of the country, adding that any neglect 
was equal to "an avowed" reactionary position, on matters concerning the 
groups fathest down.” The appearance here of Governor Hastie was inter- 
preted as a move to give comfort to as®ociation members who contend that 
many state laws and customs mst be changed to bring improved status to 
Negroes in southern and border areas. His defense of “radicals” and his 
retuke to “social standpetters” was consistent, he said, with the princi- 
ple of total equality for all American citizens. 


Governor Hastie also chided “a certain high staff er" 
being afraid to take the lead in the fight for equal rights legis ” 
his state on the grounds that this officer was not vb 
platform, and hence under no obligation to take action in that r 


He added: “His oath of office was a mn obliga 
our Government and the laws of the land, Anji whether the o 
it or not, the Government is bound to be a major influence we 
the social patterms of our community."

Governor Hastie said an increasing number of Americans were be 
by the armed forces and millions weve now “influenced te.

He said that the "usual assertion by Army and Navy offic , 
the branches of the amed services are not a social laboratory is a ovupid 
and vicious sophistry." 


In defending the right of any Negro to associate with persons of 
other races, the Covermor accused the Federal Bureau of Investigation and 
other investigating bodies of branding interracial associations as sub- 
versive, regardless of the interest ox the motive of the friendship between 
the races. 


Roy\cilkins, acting secretary, told the association's opening 
session that "ittelligent Negroes do not cry out bitterly that we love 
another land better than our om, but will slug it out here on this home 
front if it takes forty more summers." He also condemned Negro leaders 
"who worship at new altars, passing the day with those who use us for their 
own ends." 


Loren . ‘4ller, lawyer, attacked the "Jim Crow policies of the 


nistration” and asked for a federal order instructing 
the FHA not to insure loans or mortgages on properties known to be covered 
by racially restrictive covenants. 


He said a continued shortage of rental properties for low-income 
groups in this area had prevented a test of a ruling by the Supreme Court 
that restrictive covenants were not enforceable in courts of law.

WILLIAM EH. HASTIE, Governor of the Virgin Islanis, dofended radicals 
of every persuesion” lest night and told the Anmal Convention for the 
Advancoment of Colored People that public officials who did not fight 
discrimimtion woro a groater momce to mtions] security than the rodical 
groups now boing tried for disloyelty. Mr. HASTIE, first Negro Govornor 
of an island possossion, condemned local and Fedoral officials who pretend 
te bo “noutral” in mttors betwoon aggrioved minoritics and those who sook 


to maintain tho incqualitics of our society. He said that "such neutrality 
is more than subversive." 


Defining tho social obligations of public officials to bo “anything 
that promotcs tho oquality of all poople,” ho said those duties wore 
necossary to promoto tho idcals of the country adding that any neglect was 
equal to "an avowod reactionary position in mtters comerning the groups 
farthost down." He said an incretsing mmber of Amoricans wore boing 
trainod by the armod forces and millions were now “influencod by Fodoral 
aid to housing, education and employment - conditions that mke Federal 
concern with segregation necessary if we perserve our American way of 
life as laid 4own by our constitution." 


Ho said that tho usual “assertation by Army and Mavy officials 
that the branches of the armed servicos arc not agoocial laboratory is a. stupid 
and vicous sophistry.” In defending the rights of any Megre to associate 
with persons of othor races, the Governor acoused the Fedoral Bureau of 
Investigation cand other investigating bodies of branding inter-racial 
action as subvorsivo regardless of the interest or the motivo of the 
fricndships botwoen the racos.
